Neither of our 
Travellers could after this indulge a Mo- 
ment longer in their Beds, their Inclina- 
tions were ſo forcible for riſing, that they 
might once more be dreſſed in Character.

Army, had entered the Enemy's Coun- 
try, and met with his Forces ;— Would 
they have fought, think you, without 
Pay ? Undoubtedly, ſaid Sawney ; for 
that by the Victory, we ſhould haye laid

J am not thoroughly convinced of that, 
ad David, or imagine I they would have
